Soviet Delegate Andrei 
A. Gromyko laid the pro- 
| posal before the council 

last night after he had vig-

called the “unilateral” ac-

He declared President Tru- 
man’s program to aid Greece 
and Turkey constituted inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
| of those countries. 

ALTHOUGH THE Soviet resolu- 
tion, calling for creation of a spec- 
ial Security Council commission 
to supervise aid gto Greece, did 
not mention the United States pro- 
gram specifically, it was pointed 
out by some delegates that this was 
the only aid in sight at present 

The first reaction to the Soviet

Price of Jame, 
Marmalades | 
Boosted Ten Pct. 


OTTAWA, April 8—(BUP) 
~The Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board announced today 
a ten percent increase in the 
maximum price of jams, jellies 
and marmalades, effective im- | 
mediately, | 

The increase was authorized 
following a survey of the fin- 
ancial position of jam, jelly 
and marmalade manufacturers. | 
The adjustment in prices is 
being made to offset the in- 
creased costs of labor, sugar, 
containers, pectin and other 
materials. 

In the more popular types of 
jam the increase to the con- 
sumer per 24 fluid ounce con- 
tainer will be as follows: Six 
cents for No, 1 strawberry and 
raspberry jam and Nos. 1 and 
2 cherry jam; five cents for No. 
2 strawberry and raspberry; 
four cents for No, 1 peach jam 
and three cents for No. 2 peach 
jam and Nos. 1 and 2 plum 
jam. Jelly and marmalade 
prices will increase by ap- 
proximately the same amount, 
according to grade.

600 Guarantees of Peace 

The United States is to take over 600 
islands, scattered through an area of 800,- 
000 square miles of the Pacific ocean. These 
were formerly under mandate to Japan. 
The decision, unanimous in the Security 
Council, has no time limit or other qualifica- 
tion. The islands are to become complete 
and permanent possessions of the new cus- 
todian, not simply wards. 

Canada, Australia, New Zealand, every 
democratic country that fronts on the Paci- 
fic, and every country in that theatre which 
is peace-minded, will welcome this permanent 


| extension of United States authority and 


responsibility, No other disposition of the 
islands could equally guarantee stability and 
order in that enormous area. 

The United States has the will and the 
power to maintain peace in the Pacific.

}same house had risen to $7,678 
which represented, over 1913, 
percent increase in labor, 139 per-

“Of course,” the doctor amp 
lified, “we are throwing ener 
gy particles at atoms and not 
tennis balls at a barn. If we 
keep this up a hundred vears 
we might learn how to turn 
energy into matter.

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THE TALKING MACHINE HAS 
MANY USES 

Since the invention of the talking 

machine, it has been gradually 

developed and greatly improved 


as described in an earlier article 
Today it has many uses 
It is used to record music, poetry 


stories, and also important speeches 


and happenings. In the vaults of 
the Paris Grand Opera House, and 
elsewhere, have been placed col 
lections of records made by great 


musicians. They can be taken out 
50 or 100 years from now and list 
eners will be able to hear music 
of the past. Distinguished men and 
women of various countries have 
spoken for the talking machine, 
and their voices have been preser- 
ved for future generations. The 
voices of birds and animals have 
been recorded. So have the sounds 
of battle 

Large sums of money have been 
paid to artists for their record- 
ings. Enrico Caruso's royalties 
were the first to reach very large 
sums. Nowadays it is not at all 
uncommon for a successful artist 
to receive as much as $100,000 a 
year in earnings from records 

Making a record is both inter 
esting and difficult. Suppose it is 
to be a song with orchestral ac 


companiment In the recording 
auditorium, the singer first re 
hearses with the orchestra, per- 


haps several times. Perhaps some 
of the intruments in the orchesrta 
need to be placed nearer the mic- 
rophone or farther away to obtain 
the proper balance. Then a sec- 
tion of the song, with orchestral 
accompaniment, is given a first
